With. thie entire front puge de-
voted to the funeral of President
U. S. Grant the day defore, the edi-
tion of the New York World for
Sunday, Atgust 9, 1885, owned by
G. E. Baker, of 2115 Graniercy ave-
nue, is this week’s subject for this
series of “Yesteryears’ Newspapers.”

Baker, who has becn a resident of
Torrance for the past six years, ob-
tained the old paper from his father,
A. 1. Baker, of Gardena. The
clder Baker purchased the  copy
hinself the day following the presi-
dent's mighty funeral.

Livery detail of the fmpressive
rites 45 ‘years ago is exhaustively
reported, with an opening paragraph
that should be a model to all news-
paper men for its reverence, de-
scriptiveness and choice of words.
“The 8th of August has been
added to the list of historic days of
this country. It 'has marked the
closing scene in the mortal career of
a hero who carved a world-wide
reputation upon tlic field of battle,
but whose more deserving fame hus
been carned after he had taken off
his uniform as a soldier and his
mantle as a civil -ruler. Yesterday
the grent city (New York) gave up
absolutely every other consideration
except -that of paying tribute to the
menory of the fallen hero. The
thought that ran through the minds
of many found expression in the elo-
quent ‘line, ‘It was his first sur-
render, which appeared in thousands
of places throughout the city under
every form of moprning adornment.”

Drawings and sketches — nol
photographs—depicting incidents and
the catafalgue, drawn by 24 horses,
along the linc of the funeral pro-
cession addéd a decorative note io
the 1885 mewspaper.  President
Cleveland, then in office, attended
in the “presidential barouche, drawn
by -six horses.” This was pictured
in u sketch with the accompanying
note that “the exigencies of space
in_the accompanying illustration per-
mitting only four to be shown.”
